A Call to Action. 


‘Government commissions, as a rule, work 
sedately and. refuse to be bustled, even 
when they are dealimg with the most im- 
patient problems. Now, however, the Agri- 
cultural Commission which was appointed 
recently by the Free State Government 
has established an excellent precedent. 
Convinced by accuthulating evidence that 
certain branches of ‘our agricultural 
industry are in instant danger, it has 
issued interim reports in which the need 
of immediate action is impressed upon the 
Government in the most emphatic terms. 
The most important of ‘these reports de- 
clares that “the whole future of the Irish 
dairy industry is threatened '"by the rapid 
decline in the quality’ of our butter 
exports. Denmark, New “Zetland and 
other countries are ousting us in the 
British markets because their average of 
quality becomes ‘higher and more steady 
as Ours becomes lower and more uncertain, 
The Commission urges upon the Govern- 
‘ment the early adoption of a scheme which 
would “stop the rot.” It advocates thé 


establishment of a Government brand for. 


creamery butter under simple and strict 
conditions, which its report defines. They 
‘are such as would ensure a high and con- 
sistent quality for all exports of creamery 
butter from the Free State. _The Govern- 
ment would assume authority to take 
samples and to make tests of all butter 
bearing the brand. If a consignor should 
challenge an unfavourable verdict and 
should fail to prove his case before an 
official referee: he would’ be liable’ for 
all costs and expenses. The Commission 
also advises the Government ‘to take 
such drastic powers for the inspection 
of dairy premises as will ensure the 
healthiness and cleanliness of the milk 
supply. The situation, it adds, 4s made 
“extremely urgent’? by recént British 
legislation. .Prospective British legislation 
creates a similar urgency in the case of 
the Free State's exports of eggs, which in 
recent months have been going from bad 
to worse. The packing and the mixed 
quality of our consignments have become 
a scandal in the British markets. If and 
when British law requires that these eggs 
shall be stamped with their place of 
origin, it is a matter of the utmost 1im- 
portance that the Lrish mark shall act as 
an inducement rather than as a warning 
to the British trader and householder. 
The Commission recommends accordingly 
that every shipper of Irish eggs shall re- 
ceive a distinctive number, which must be 
stamped -on all egzs exported by him; 
and that penalties shall be inflicted for 
the sale or export of stale, dirty or badly 
packed eggs. In a further report the Com- 
mission makes tentative suggestions for the 
encouragement of the home-grown tobacco 
industry which, while they may disappoint 
the ambitions of our native § growers, 
will: be regarded generally as sensible and 
practicable. Tobacco is a small matter, 
however, as compared with butter and eggs. 
We hope that the Government will take 
swift action on the Commission's prin- 
cipal reports and that the Oireachtas will 
pass the necessary legislation with the 
marvimum of purpose and the minimum 
of debate. 


Women in Parliament. 


The substantia] victory of Mrs. Philip- 
son at Berwick adds a third to the little 
group of women members of Parliament. 
Like Lady Astor and Mrs. Wintringham, 
Mrs. Philipson has secured the reversion 
of her husband’s seat, but under very 
different circumstances. Mrs, Wintring- 
ham was elected to replace her husband 
on his death, and J.ady Astor secured 
her husband’s seat when he became a 
peer. Captain Philipson was elected 
M.P. for Berwick as a National Liberal, 
but was unseated on a technicality. Mrs. 
Philipson stood as a Conservative, and 
her unexpectedly handsome yictory—she 
secured well over two thousand more votes 
than both the other candidates combined— 
throws a rather vivid light on the effects 
of Coalition on tue ordinar~ voter. Captain 
Philipson was not opposed by either a 
Conservative or a Labour candidate, but 
received the semi-officia] blessing of the 
local Conservative machine as against the 
Independent Liberal, whom he defeated 
by more than 2,500 votes. It is clear that 
most of these were Conservative votes, 
since his wife, standing as a straight 
Conservative, has secured six thousan‘ 
votes more than the official Liberal. 
Mrs. Philipson enjoys the distinction 
of being the first actress, if not the first 
member of the theatrical profession, to 
gain a seat in Parliament. As Miss Malel 
Russel] she made her débiit at the Gaiety 
Theatre, but afterwards deserted musical 
comedy and made a name-for herself as a 
comedian. No doubt,. her husband s ..ill- 
luck in being unseated on a technicality 
brought her a good ceal-of support. Mrs. 
Philipson, however, will be no more con- 
tent to shine by. reflected glory than were 
the other two Parliamentary Graces whom 
she now joins to make .he traditional 
three. 


Insects and Colour. 


The. scientific world is concerning itself 
for the moment with the question whether 
insects are susceptible to the influences 
of colour. It has arisen in a specific way, 
through the assertion—supported, since it 
was first made, by a good deal of collateral 
testimony—that flies have an aversion 
from the colour blue. The tropisms, whic 
take the place in insect life of the 
conscious: reaction to stimuli that we call 
intelligence are concerned vitally with 
differentiations of colour. 
insects—the evolved. assumption of. the 
hues of’ the insect’s surroundings or, as 
among the parasitic bees, of the colours 
‘and form of the, host on which the parasite 
proposes to prey—is. founded upon some 
subconscious colour memory. This may 
develop, in the. living insect, into 
unspecialised and, of course, unreasoning 


‘sympathy or antipathy in the matter of 


colours. From. the biological point of 
view the subject is intensely interesting, 
and from the economic and hygienic point 
of view it may prove to be even more 
important. - How. valuable,..for. example, 
would be the discovery that the malaria- 
carrying anopheles could "not bring itself 
to enter an apartment decorated in a 
certain combination of colours.

LINEN COSTS. 


FROM RAW MATERIAL TO 
FINISHED ARTICLE. 


From Our Betrast CoRRESPONDENT. 


At the recent sittings of the Irish Free State 
Agricultural Commission, several witnesses 
commented upon the cost,of linen compared 
with the price paid per ton to farmers for the 
raw material—viz., flax. Mr. Gallen stated 
that the price charged for linen is 162 per cent. 
more than the cost of raw material and manu- 
facture, and suggested that linen could be sold 
for about half the present charges, 

Inquiries in manufacturing circles elicited 
the. following figures, showing the cost of a 
ton of flax and the prices at the various stages 
of manufacture and distribution as linen

It will be obvious 
rom the figures where the bulk of the profit 
pore, but the whole machinery of distribution 
as been built up by years of trading, and 
unless that machinery were entirely revo]u- 
tionised it is difficult to see how there can be

The profits included in the manufacturing 
processes. are of the very narrowest descrip- 
tion, and even in those cases where the mann- 
facturers are their own distributors the cost 
of. maintaining distributing agencies would 
bring the charges practically to the same

THE ereation of the Free State involves'the payment-of double taxation 
by-at least one class of investor. This fact was revealed in the 
Dail yesterday by President Cosgrave during the discussion of the Finance 


Bill. 


He said that the British Government did not propose to enter into an 


arrangement whereby the dividends paid on its tax-compounded securities 
—such as the 4 per cent. War Loan—could be exempted from Free State 


income tax. 


The Free State Government was willing to waive its claim to pay- 
ment in respect of dividends paid since the 6th of April, but all dividends 
received after yesterday would be liable to taxation.

The Government 
had received no assurance of a cessation of 
defiance of the authority of the people o: of 
the acts of sabotage and outrave described by 
the deputy as hostilities. The rest of the 
question was hypothetical.

INCOME TAX. 
rUUR PER CENT. WAR LOAN 
NOT EXEMPT. 

President Cosgrave, moving tbe final read- 
ug of the Finance Bill, said:—I should lke 
to inform the House as to the position in 
regard to dividends on British Goverpment 
Securities, which carry the condition of exemp- 
tion from income tax, the taxation of which 
Ló ree State imceme tax % provided in 
lause 4 of the Bill. 

These securities are the tex-compounded 
securities, on which the British Government 
-mpounded for payment of income tax in the 
future, and in consideration for this com- 
position contracted to pay a lower rate of 
interest. It was hóbád that some financial 
arrangement could be arrived at with the 
British Govertiment which would warrant the 
Free State Exchequer in continuing this 


~ exemption, but the Government has now been 


informed that the British Government does 
not propose to enter into any such arrange- 
ment. ' 

In these circumstances, we have no alter- 
native but to tax these dividends in the 
ordinary way to Free. State income tax, and 
the charging provision of .Clause 4 of the 
Finance Bill will accordingly operate in re: 
card to such dividends receivable by residents 
in the Free State. .. ' 

ln the case of dividends on tax-compounded 
issues that have been paid to the Free State 
residents since the 6th April last, it is pro- 
posed tn all the circumstances to waive the 
claim for payment of Free State tax, but all 
dividends received from to-day onwards will 
ve charged to Free State income tax, é 
public notice to this effect will be issued im- 
nediately by the Revenue Commissioners. 

Holders of tax-compounded securities, who 
ire resident in the Free State, are now in- 
‘cormed of their position, so that they may 
ve able to take such steps as they may desire 

i take to transfer their investments to other 
securities, 

| should add, continued the ‘President, for 
‘he information of the House, that the divi- 
‘ends on the tax-compounded issues, when 
charged to Free State income tax, will not be 
within the arrangements for relief from double 
taxation, inasmuch as no income tax relief 
will he allowed by the British Government 
in respect. of these dividends. Subject to any 
personal allowances to which the taxpayeT 
may he entitled, the full Free State tax will 
be payable on the dividends.

AN-ESTHETICS. 


Sir James Craig drew attention to the tax 
on chloroform and sulphuric ether, which, he 
said, would very seriously affect’ the hospitals 
if it were not modified. These drugs were 
used as anesthetics." The proposed tax of 
4s. 6d. a gallon would just: double the cost, 
and he felt sure that the Government did not 
wish to impose that heavy burden on the 
hospitals. 

If the proposed tax were maintained the 
hospitals would be obliged to economise, and 
they would be driven to use an inferior class 
of anesthetics. He had a great objection to 
the entire tax, but he hoped that at 
least a reduction would be made nn this case. 
He pointed out that there was no Irish indus. 
try in the manufacture of those anesthetics, 
and until they had euch that could be relied 
upon for safety he would akk for relief for 
the charitable hospitals. He was prepared 
to. move an amendment on the subject, but 
he would be better pleased if the Minister of 
Finance would introduce an amendment in 
the same direction. The hospitals could 
supply at the end of each vear certificates of 
the amount of duty paid on chloroform and 
ether, which could then be remitted bv the 
Government. It was not good economics to 
tax charities. 

Dr, White supported Sir James Craig's 
appeal, and said that the taxes on medicines 
in general should be totally abolished. 

A Deputy—Whiskey ? (Laughter. ) 


Dr. White—Yes, whiskey has it place in 
medicine. (Laughter.) ' 

Sir James Craig added that at the present 
moment it was almost impossible for the hos- 
pitals to get supplies of those anmsthetics. 
Some of the supplies were lying at the North 
Wall since March. last, and although the 
money to meet the tax had been sent in ad- 
vance ‘they could not be released, due, he was 
informed, to insufficiency of staff. The hospi- 
tals were begging a few bottles of anesthetics 
from one another for the purpose of carry- 
ing on. 

GOVERNMENT’S SYMPATHY. 

President Cosgrave said that’personally he 
would be inclined’ to allow chloroform and 
ether into Ireland free of charge, and to ad- 
minister it freely in any quantities required. 
(Laughter.) He had not had time to examine 
this particular amendment, which he 
accepted in the spirit. He thought it would 
be better to leave over consideration of the 
bill until Wednesday next to see if it were 
possible to meet the request made on behalf 
of the hospitals. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson suggested that the 
postponement might be utilised to consider 
other defects in the bill. He referred to the 
effect on the 33 1-3 ad ralorem duty on motor 
cars, optical instruments, and other goods, 
and asked the Minister for Finance before 
the bill was further considered to procuré 
some information regarding the effect of the 
new duties on Irish indnstries, Irish revenue. 
“and Irish consumets: He would particularly 
ask whether itiquiry had been made into the 
effect of the dutiés on the Ford motor car 
industry in Cork, which had been badly hit 
by having to pay duty on parts exported, 
and again on the same parts when re- 
imported as the assembled machine. He 
further thought that the enactment which 
prevented the Irish consumer from securing 
the’ benefit of the depreciation of ‘German 
currency in cheáper Gefinan goods should be 
amended. 

Mr. Davin “suggested that the Revenue 
Commissioners ‘should be approached to de- 
vise a simpler official ‘export list. 

Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., urged the 
Government to make provision for a refund of 
duty paid on anmsthetics used by public 
charitablé hospitals, where these institutions 
satisfied the Commissioners of Inland Revenue 
that. the anesthetic had been used ly them 
in relief of the poor. i 

President Cosgrave, replying to the disene- 
sion, said that he had already explained that 
until the whole fiscal guestion could be con- 
sidered it war unwise to tevise any of these 
taxes or duties. If there were a chance of 
starting industries in this country. tat chance 
must be improved by the fact that taxes 
were already imposed on certain articles, even 
though they were not yet being wanutasiured 
in Saorstat Éireann. a 

He would not recommend wif Plteration of 
taxes for arbitrary reasons antil some Com- 
mittee had reported on these questions. Such 
a Committee was in course of formation, and 
within a week, or a fortnight, if not so%<ner, 
this particular Committee would take up the 
consideration of fiscal matters. 

He moved the adjournment. of the debate 
until Wednesday next, when ‘he hoped . to 
produce an amendment which would to some 
extent satisfy the point raised by Sir James 
Craig. '

A ROMANTIC CAREER,

‘The. result of the Berwick-on-Tweed by- 
election was declared yesterday at Alnwick 
as follows :—

The contest was remarkable in several 
respects. .At-the General. Election seven 
months ago, Captain Hilton Philipson ‘stood 
as National Liberal, and secured 11,933 votes, 
against 7,364, which were cast for Mr. ‘WV. 
Runciman, the Independent Liberal candidate. 
Before Captain Philipson could’ take his seat, 
however, a petition was lodged against his re- 
turn on the ground that one of his agents had 
made a technical mistake. Two judges of the 
High Court upheld the petition, and the seat 
was declared vacant. 

Thereupon Mrs. Philipson announced that 
ghe would try to win what her husband had 
lost—but that she would stand as a Con- 
servative. 
appeal to the voters—particularly the women 
yoters—and the local © National Liberal 
Association gave her its support. 


lt was anticipated’ that “Mrs. Philipson 


| would win the seat, but not even the Unionist 


organisation expected that she would secure 
such a‘ large majority. It was regarded as 
the. first expression of opinion from the con- 
stituericies on Mr. Baldwin’s administration, as 
a verdict against Socialism, and as a nail in 
the coffin of election petitions. 

Mrs. Philipson is the third woman to be 
returned to the British Parliament. The 
other two are Lady Astor. who succeeded her 
husband as the representative of Plymouth 
when he became a peer; and Mrs. Wintring- 


“ham. who won her dead husband 's seat at 


Louth at a by-election in 1921. 

The new member for Berwick-on-Tweed has 
had a romantic career. In her youth she 
served in the box office of a London music hall, 
and at short notice took the place of a princi- 
pal girl.in’a pantomime. For a time—under 
the -stage name of. Mabel Russell—she was a 
member of a chorus, and then she received a 
part in “ Havana”’ at-the Gaiety Theatre. 

Later she was induced by Sir Herbert Tree 
to play im ‘‘ Within the Law "” at the Hay- 
market. and made a great success as a cockney 
criminal girl. As a cockney, indeed. she was 
pre-eminent on the stage in those days, and 
she was a very lively, lovable girl in '' London 
Pride ' at Wyndham’s, when she left the 
stage to be married. . 

Captain Philipson, to whom she was married 
in 1917, is her s¢tond husband.

If the Federal Government were 
compelled, through the failure of a State to 
discharge its duty towards prohibition, to set 
up police,and judicial establishments in the 
territory of such State, “the most difficult 
and trying situatior’s would arise.” 

To make fully effective every law passed 
in compliance with the Constitutional mandate 
would be the unquestioning policy of his ad- 
ministration. 


TRISH HOUSE-OWNERS. 


“RENT RESTRICTION © ACT 
REPORT CONDEMNED. 


In a memorandum on the Departmental re- 
port on the Rent Restriction Act, the Execu- 
House-Owners’ 
Association describe the report as ‘‘ partial 
in tendency, and calculated fó result in 
chaos,’’ and they call for the institution of a 
public inquiry, at which all the interests con- 
verned may have an opportunity .of stating 
their views. 

It is complained that the overwhelming 
velume of evidence before the Departmental! 
Committes was.on behalf of tenants, interests, 
and held, accordingly, that the inquiry was 
altogether inadequate. " 

In the course of an analysis of th» report, 
objection is made to the suggestion that rents 
should be subject to control, in view of 
the fact that there is now no control with 
record to food and clothing, in connection 
with which, it is alleged, larger abuses than 
are possible in the house-renting sphere are 
matters of daily. occurrence, 

As to che right of appeal fo the Higher 
Courts, it is claimed that the right should 
extend to questions of fact as weil as ques- 
tions of law. 

The Committee fail to see on what prin- 
ciples any court, not guided by Act oi Par- 
liament, rules or tradition, can determine 
what a fair rent should be at the present 
time. 

With regard to the suggestion in the report 
that a house owner, requiring vacant pos- 
session of premises, should prove to the court 
that the refusal of possession would entail 
as great hardship to him as the granting cf 
it would entail to the tenant, it is stated that 
with such a condition the last vestige of re- 
spect for vested interests or privats property 
would disappear. 

House-owners are now receiving little more 
than 5 per cent. on capita! invested in house 
preperty, “bat yet itis the only section of 
the community singled out for “special 
legislation to curb its marauding ten- 
dencies. There is not a single house- 
owner who would not wish his money invested 
in industrial securities, from which he would 
receive a larger percentage, with equal, if not 
greater, security. He, at any rate, will not be 
worried with dirty tenants, sanitary prosecu- 
tións, and other hostilities which arise between 
landlords and tenants.”’ 

It is the opinion of the Executive that. the 
procedure ge —m by many house-owners of 
paying the rates in tenanted houses is wrong. 
The tenant should pay the rates direct, as 1t 
would help him to a sense of civic respon- 
sibility. 

The suggestion that charges on property for 
repairs should take priority over all other 
charges, it is stated, would result in putting 
house property entirely outside the definition 
of a security. 

With regard to thi recommendation that 
where a house is noM@ iv fepair, the tenant 
should be granted compensation and. expend

MINISTER'S PROMISE,

Last night two members of the Chamber 
and. an ex-Minister, with the wife of the 
latter, were. violentiy assaulted with sticks. by 
members of the notorious Royalist faction 
when leaving their homes. 

One of the deputies, while on the ground, 
had a mixture of tar and petrol thrown over 
tis head and face, and his assailant tried to 
force a draught of castor oil down his throat 
in the manner of the Italian Fascisti. 

The police made two arrests. The three 
men victims—M. Mare Sangnier, M. Moutet, 
and M. Vioilette, formerly Food Minister— 
had been announced to.speak at a meeting to 
protest against Fascisti methods in France, and 
a series of ambushes had been prepared for 
them. 

M. Viollette and his wiie were half-blinded 
by a black liquid thrown in their faces, and 
had to be taken to hospital. M. Sangnier 
and M. Moutet were severely clubbed, 
and, when they arrived late at the 
meeting, the latter had his arm in a bandage 
and his head bleeding. 

The meeting passed a resolution denouncing 
the outrage, and it is proposed to organise a 
demonstration of protest. 

The Action F'rangaise, in its report to-day, 
ridicules the victims, and gives its approval 
of the outrage. This has further incensed the 
feeling caused by last night’s incidents. When 
M. Leon Daudet, the editor, appeared in the 
Lobby of the Chamber this afternoon he was 
surrounded by a-;crowd of nearly a hundred 
deputies, and a scene of such violence ensued 
that he escaped maltreatment only by the 
intervention of a few cooler heads, who 
hurried him away. 

In the House M. Manourdt, the Minister 
of the Interior, said that the Government 
was determined to suppress such lawless acts 
with the utmost vigour. There was evidence 
of the existence of a widespread organisation. 
and steps were already being taken to deal 
with it. 


PARIS, Friday. 

There were violent scenes in the Chamber 
this afternoon, when several deputies inter- 
rolated the Government regarding the attack. 

M. Herriot, the Radical-Socialist Mayor of 
Lyons, said that the Government must declare 
itself for or against the enemies of the Re- 
public. He was constantly interrupted by a 
fierce verbal duel between the Extreme Right. 

M. Daudet defended M. Camelot du Roi. 
Much of what he said was drowned by inter- 
ruptions, and the conclusion of his speech was 
quite inaiidible. 

The Chamber ultimately rejected by 343 
votes to 188 the priority asked by M. Her- 
riot for a motion embodying his ideas on the 
situation. 

The Minister of the Interior opposed the 
motion, and made it a matter of confidence. 
The Chamber subsequently adopted by 379 
to 191 a resolution which read as follows :— 
“The Chamber resolved to defend the Re- 
publican - institutions, confident that the 
Government will ensure the liberty of 
citizens, and repress violence from whatever 
quarter it may come.’ 


INDIAN OUTRAGE. 


SIX NATIVE. POLICEMEN

A pariy of six Indian police have been 
brutaliv ill-treated and tortured -by Dacoits 
while attempting to make an arrest in the 
village of Dhanwala, in the Muzaffarnagar 
district. 

Threatened by a mob of a thousand vil- 
lagers, the pofice, who had only two revolvers 
among them, fired and wounded one Dacoit, 
but were quickly overpowered and were tor- 
tured throughout the day. 

One constable was hung head downwards 
from a tree.

F.ventually a man escaped and informed the 
police at Tissa, eleven miles distant.

The Canadian Pacific liner Melita, which 
reached Southampton yesterday, brought over 
191 passengers, and 235 members of the crew 
of the wrecked liner Mervale. 

Mr. R. Cuthrie, a first-class passenger, said 
that everything happened in such a way as 
to assist our safety. Theres was no panic, 
the seamen and stewards espedially were won- 
derful. Considering that gonly fifty-five 
minutes elapsed from the time{we struck until 
the vessel sank about a mile from the shore, 
it “was a great feat tb get sixteen 
boats successfully away in-t*enty minutes, 
saving 426 souls, including the crew. The 
only casualty was a sprained ankle.”’ 

Mrs. Riddell, another passenger, who. was 
travelling with four children, the eldest being 
under nine, described the magnificent manner 
in which the stewards carried the babies and 
voung children down the ladders into the 
boats. One voung man, she said, made four 
journeys for her little ones. :

RIGHT OF ACTION AGAINST 
PRISON OFFICIALS. 

The Report stage and third reading of the 
Restoration of Order in Ireland (Indemnity) 
Bilt were carried in the House of Commons 
yesterday. 

. On an amendment moved by the Attorney- 
General dealing with the procedure under 
which claims might be brought before the 
tribunal that is to be set up, 

Captain ‘Berkeléy, Mr. P. Hastings, and 
others raised the question of whether the 
tribunal would assess damages in respect of 
injuries sustained hy an internee in Mountjoy 
Prison by reason of ill-treatment by the prison 
officials. . 

The Attornev-General said that the Home 
Secretary would only be liable for the same 
compensation as would he obtainable in an 
action at common law. That would not cover 
any injury sustained in an Irish prison at 
the hands of someone who was not acting 
as an agent of the Home Secretary. 

Mr. H. Young asked if an internee who had 
been ill-used in prison would have a right of 
action against the responsible prison official. 

Lord Robert. Cecil replied that he wonld. 
Such an action would have to be brought in 
Ireland 

Mr. Hemmerde and Mr. R. Macdonald 
urged that the responsibility was one that 
should he accepted by the Government. Any- 
one ill-treated should have a right of claim 
before the tribunal. 

Lord Robert Cecil said that the principal on 
which compensation would be awarded was 
clearly laid down in the bill, and he could not 
go beyond it. 

The amendment was agreed to.

“My attention has been directed to the 
remarks made a few days ago by Mr. Cosgrave

FREE STATE PRODUCE.

AD INTERIM REPORTS 
OF COMMISSION, 

A NATIONAL BRAND FOR 

~ CREAMERY BUTTER. 


— 


The ad interim report of the Free State 
Commission on Agriculture with regard to 
butter recommends the establishment of a 
Government brand for creamery butter, and 
sets forth certain conditions with which 
creameries should be required to comply 
before being granted permission to use the 
brand. The brand would at first be applicable 
to creamery butter only, with the possibility 
of the scheme being later extended to factory 
butter and to butter wroduced by private in- 
dividuals. 

With a view to freeing the Irish egg trade 
from the triple handicap of dirtiness, faulty 
packing and haphazard mixing of qualities in 
consignments, early legislation is recommended 
empowering the Ministry of Agriculture to 
license all egg-shippers, to prohibit any sale or 
export likely to be detrimental to the interests 
of the Irish egg trade, and to enforce standard 
packing methods. 

Definite recommendation with regard to the 
development of the Irish tobacco industry is 
withheld, so as not to prejudice any views the 
Commissioners may form later; but the opinion 
is stated that tobacco-growing, up to an ex- 
tent of 2,500 acres, would be commercially 
practicable if either a special inducement were 
offered to the consumer to use an Irish blend 
or manufacturers were enabled to nose the 
home-grown leaf-to advantage in the mixtures 
they market. 

‘Owing to the urgency of the matters dealt 
with in these reports, the Commission decided 
to make immediate recommendations, pending 
the completion of their deliberations and the 
final report, which will deal with the other 
important phases included in the terms of 
reference. ' 


IRISH BUTTER TRADE. 


“ UNSATISFACTORY STATE 
OF AFFATRS.” 

The evidence we nave heard with regard to 
the condition of the Irish butter trade in 
Great Britain points to the existence of ar 
extremely unsatisfactory state of affairs, anc 
is such that unless it is radically amended and 
“ur arm the whole future of the Irish dairy 
industry is threatened. It is the extreme 
urgency as well as the gravity of the situa- 
tion that has led us to lay aside all other 
problems which it is our duty to discuss, in 
order that we might make immediate re- 
commendations with regard to this matter. 

Having heard the evidence of the different 
interests in the butter trade, both in Ireland 
and England, as well as that of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. and having given our 
fullest consideration to the questions involved, 
we have come to the conclusion that a scheme 
on the following lines is desirable :— 

(1)—There should be established, with the 
authority of the Ministry of Agriculture, a 
Government brand for creamery butter, under 
conditions hereinafter specified. While we 
confine the recommendation in the present 
report to creamery butter, we do not rule out 
the possibility of devising legislation in the 
near future designed to raise the reputation 
and value of Irish factory butter in externa: 
markets; nor do we wish to exclude individual 
butter producers from participating in the 
benefits of the brand suggested in this report; 
we consider, on the contrary, thaf, as soon 
as any demand for such participation arises, 
the conditions necessary for obtaining the 
brand may be adapted to the special needs 
of such individuals. 

(2)— The meaning of the trade description 
“Creamery” butter shall be, as defined in 
the report ef the Departmental Committee 
of the Department of Agriculture and Techni- 
cal Instruction on the Irish butter industry 
(1910). as follows :— 

‘“Unblended butter, made from cream 
separated by centrifugal force from the 
commingled milk supplies of a number of 
cow-keepers in premises. adapted and 
utilised for the manufacture of butter in 
commercial quantities.’’ 

(3)—The use of the Government brand 
shall come into operation on a date to be 
fixed by the Ministry of Agriculture. Prior 
to that there should be a probationary period, 
during which all the creameries applying for 
the brand should have an opportunity of 
proving that thev are consistently making 
butter of the required standard, and comply- 
ing with the conditions hereafter specified. 


CONDITIONS RECOMMENDED. 
(4)—Creameries applying for the use of 
the Government brand shall he required to 
comply with the following conditions :— . 
(a) The premises must not he situated in such 
A position or used in such a Manner as to 
expose the milk, butter, cream, or other 
dairy produce dealt with therein, to con< 
tamination or effluvia. from any drain, cess- 
pool, manure-heap, cow-house, pig-sty, or 
other similar sources. 
in adequate supply of pure water must bea 
provided. 
The premises, plant. machinery, and utensils 
must be kept mn a state of cleanliness suit. 
able to the requiremetits of the business. 
Proper care must be taken by the proprietors 
and staff to secure that the milk, cream, or 
other dairy products dealt with on the 
premises be supplied in a clean condition 
and in ¢lean vessels. 
Standard packages only are te be used. 
Phe manager, assistant manager, bntter- 
maker, and milk-tester must have certificates 
of competency from the Minister of Agri- 
culture. (This condition shall not apply to 
existing managers, etc., but shall gradually 
come into operation new appointments 
are made). i 
The premises must be equipped with efficient 
plant and machinery, which should include 
at least the following :—

Efficient heating appliances, including a

must be pasteurised. 


(5)—In order to ensure that the brand shall 
not be abused, and that the reputation of 
Irish creamery butter shall not consequently 
suffer, the Ministry of Agriculture shall be 
invested with fullest powers of taking samples 
of all butter bearing the Government brand 
for the purpose of testing its quality. Such 
examinations may be made, and samples may 
be taken at all stages from its manufacture 
until its delivery to the retailer. and either in 
Ireland or elsewhere. In the initia] stages of 
the scheme special facilities for inspection 
should be provided at a limited number of 
ports and frontier stations for inspecting and 
testing as large a number of consignments aa 
is found practicable. We are satisfied that 
this can be done without interfering unduly 
with the transit of the butter. All consign- 
ments for export bearing the Government 
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rand shal! be consigned through these ports 
or frontier stations. 
(6)}—Butter bearing the Government brand 
ehould, on examination, score not less than

(7)—If any consignment of butter bearing 
the natiebal brand is found on inspectign 
not to come up to the standard Jaid down in 
the last paragraph, it shall be the duty of 
the re cm ns á latpector ‘to detain the con- 
signument, and to communicate the fact forth- 
with to the consignor.

IRISH EGGS. 


“ REPUTATION HAS BEEN 
DEPRECIATED.” 


(1}—We have been much impressed by the 
evidence we have heard with regard to the 
unsatisfactory conditions under which Irish 
eggs are marketed. lt wopld appear that 
eggs of the highest quality frequently fail 
to realise their true value owing to their 
dirty condition, the method in which they are 
packed, and to their being mixed with other 
eggs of inferior quality. In this way the 
reputation of Irish eggs, as a whole, has been 
depreciated, with consequent loss to the pro- 
ducer. 

The more progressive shippers tried, by 
voluntary means, to improve the conditions 
under which Irish eggs were marketed, but 
their scheme broke down in practice. When 
dirty or stale were refused by one 
merchant, there were others too willing to 
Iuy them, end thereby secure the cleaner 
and better qualities from the same vendor. 

(2)— The contemplated legislation ‘n Eng- 


lend, directed towards the marking of the | 


place of origin all imported eggs, seems 
to indieate to us that the time is opportune 
for some attempt on the part of Irish egg- 
producers to ensure that a mark of Irish 
origin shall tend to increase, rather than 
diminish, the valus.of the egg. We think 
that ths desirable object could be attained 
if évery shipper of eggs were to be com- 
nye registered, and that on registration 
ie should be assigned a distinctive number, 
which he wonld be bound, under heavy penal- 
ties, to stamp on all eggs and all egg-casos 
exported’ by him. In this way, every in- 
dividual bad egg could be traced to the 
party guilty of its transmission. 

(3)—Legislation should be introduced as soon 

as possible,. ns the Ministry of Agri- 
eultare the following powers :— 

(a) To Ticence all of 
adequate notice. 

(hb) Authority to inepect eggs in transit and in 
shippers’ stores,

TOBACCO PROSPECTS.

CONFLICTING EVIDENCE AT 
_ INQUIRY. 


We have heard the evidence of Sir } Tugent 
Everard, Mr. Keller, Mr. Carroll, Mr. Good. 
body, Mr. Kelly, and Mr. Lapedua on tie 
present condition and future prospects of the 
growth and manufacture of Irish tobacco. and 
have reached the following conclusions — 

(1}~Tobacco is a.crop, the growth of which 
is attended by many advantages to the rural 
, population. e cultivation and preparation 
of the crop entails the employment of much 
more labour than any other field crop com. 
monly grown in Ireland, and provides an 
opportunity for employment, anxiliary to 
egriculiture, during periods when there is 
slackness of farm work. We append some 
figures given in evidence by Mr. Keller, the 
Department's expert :—

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On account. of the great amount a labour 
ab wb requires, tobacco is & very suitable

DEPARTMENT’S..EXPERIMENTS. 

(3}—-Ior the past twenty-two-years the De. 
partinent of Agricultitrp Mave, vonducted a 
seriés of experiments in’ growing, curing, 
and re hubdllng of tobacto.: ‘Phese experi- 
ments. have proved that tobaéeo Of a fairly: 
satisfactory quelity cam be grown and cured 


in this country. 

(4)—The total amount of tobacco consumed 
in the Irish Free State is estimated at 
7,586,000ibs.. Of this, 5,246,550lbs, measured 
in terms of raw: leai, is imported in the:manu. 
factured etate, and there is also imported 
2,600,000Ibs. of raw leaf, 10 per cent. of 
which .is re exported in the manufactured 
state. Taking our figure of 20 par cent. as 


amount of Irish tobacco’ that could be used 
in the manufacture of. tobacco for Irish con- 
sumption would be 1,.896,500]bs. (From these 
firnres it may be deducted that nearly 70: per 
cent. in quantity of the tobacco consumed in 
the Free State is imported in its manufactured 
state. On the basis of walue the percentage 
would be higher.) | 

(5)—The average yield of tobacco in Ire- 
land per statute acre is‘ about 800lbs., and it 
w sald therefore, appear that the averag 
area that could be successfully cultivated an- 
nually would be about 2,500 acres. 

(6)—Irish tobacco has to compete in the 
home market at present with American, Bri; 
tish, Colonial, and Indian tobacco, the cus- 
toms duty on the first being 8s. 2d. per Ib., 
and on the second and third 6s. 10d. per: Ib.’. 
|The Excise duty on Irish tobacco is 6s. 8 1-ód 
iper Ib. As regards quaiity, it is not coh- 
tended that Irish tobacco (except possibly the 
cigar wrapper tobacco) can ever oqual ‘the 
American; and thus India is our principal 
competitor, the Indian grower having the 
enormous advantage of cheap labour and a 
better climate for maturing. At present we 
cannot compete with the Indian product, ever 
with a specia] subsidy of £25 per acre, and a 
preference in duty of 1 2-3d. -per Ib. The 
present-day cost of the production of Irish 
tobacco is from Ils. to 1s, 6d. per Ib., and 
the present market price of Indian tobacco 
is Od lb., and as recent as 192] was as 
low as óid. On the other hand, the evidence 
of Sir Nugent Everard would indicate that the 
climate and soil of Ireland are especially suit-

able for the growth of cigar-wrapper tobacco. 

(7)—While the quéstion of the growing of 
tobacco of a fairly satisfactory quality has 
assed out of the experimental stage, further 
information is required with regard to the 
blending of Irish with imported tobacco. We 
are of opinion that any further financial assist- 
ance for experimental purposes should imply 
Clovernment supervision of the blending in the 
fact ry. 


DIFFICULTIES. 
of growing 


(8)—While the possibility 
tobacco in Ireland may be regaglled as experi- 
mentally proved, the experiment. cannot be 
regarded as complete until the difhieulties at- 
tending the marketing and blending ‘of | Iri@- 
grown tobacco have “been overcome,, These 
difficulties &rise partly from the natural te-:

material whieh, in the present condition of the 
smoker's taste, }

In this connection it is pointed out that, if 
the present British schedule of: tobacco daties 
is applied by the Insh Government, the 
eflect will be to give a protection to the manu- 
facturing end of the industry in Ireland. 
(9)}—Apart from the method of direct. subs 
fidy to the grower, which; if continued, would 
have to be substantially increased, the only 
Ways in which the growth of Irish tobacco 
can be made a commercial proposition are by 
making it attractive to the consumer or to the 
manulacturer, Jt may be made attractive to 
the consumer by its being sold at a lower price 
than any of its competitors, and in order that 
this may be done it would be necessary to 
relieve it of the Excise duties which at pre- 
sent, increase its price. Bearing in mind our 
assumption that, at least. for the present, Jrish 
tobacco would only find a market when mixed 
with American in wreater or less proportions, 
it would appear that nothing short of a re- 
mission of the whole Excise duty could effect 
a diminution in the price of the finished article 
sufficient!y appreciable to attract the con- 
sumer. On the other hand, the manufacturer 
might be tempted to use increasing propor- 
tions of Irish tobacco in the composition of his 
mixtures and plugs if it were given-even a 
partial remission of Excise duty, but in this 
cage no advantage would be handed on to the 
consumer, The advantage of the’ farfer course 
over the latter would be in the: fact that an 


increased consumption of Irish tabaceo by the 
voluntary choice of thé consumer would tend 
to alter the prevailing taste among smokers

The loss to Revenue.at prese t rates of 
duty, if this course were taken, would 
amount«to about £270 per acre,.less cost of 
Excise supervision, 

In the case of manufacturers (b) a remis- 
sion of part daty would induce them to buy 
Trish-grown for blending purposes, in quanti- 
ties which would tend to increase as tastes 
became developed. Hitherto, the sole induce- 
ment, which proved ineffective, has been the 
hope of satisfying a demand, st uulated by 
the sentiment for Irish produce, Having no 
substantia] benéfit to anticipate, and havin 
to meet the competition -of'.widely an 
cleverly advertised brands on equal terms, 
Irish manufacturers made Nd ‘sustained effort 
to create a demand for Irish tobacco. 

(12)—Whether the remission of duty. is 
{otal or partial, the grower, as distinguished 
from the manufacttrer, sho@ld be relieved of 
ali Excise restrictions and regulations, which 
at present interfere with the successful culti- 
vation of the crop. :

There 
would be no military necessity, in a short 
time, to employ the Army on the same scala 
as that upon which it had been employed up 
to the present, but it would not vanish en- 
tirely. 

Bearing in mind what they might be faced 
with during the current year, it was not rea- 
sonable to ask that the estimate be put back 
for disenssion until such time as the present 
Ministry or- some other Ministry was in a 
position to state what was its general policy 
with regard to the Army. and what type of 
Army the country should have in normal 
conditions. 


MILITARY NECESSITY.

9d.; See 
House Revenue, £59 lls. ld.; and Augmenta- 
tion Stipend Revenue, £185 6s. Od.; less 
excess of expenditure over income, _viz., 
Superannuation Fund, £335 3s. 6d.; Poor 
Parishes Revenue, £148 138. 2d.; and 
Diocesan Glebes Repair Fund, £13 12s. 11d. 
The excess of the interest on commutation 
capital over the annuities paid, £1,142 19a. Od_, 
amounted to 2s. 6d., and the annuities 
chargeable on the commutation capital re- 
mained the same as on 30th April, 1922, viz., 
£1,142 19s. 1d.

Sd. for temporary 
assistance ; making a total of £3,857 Os. 10d., 
which was in excess of the income by £3355 
os. 5d. This amount had been transferred 
from capital, which had asecordingly been 
reduced, and now stood at £25,220 9s. 4d. 

During the year 1922 a sum of £2,498 12s. 
6d. was paid by the Representative Body from 
the Clergy Superannuation General Fund in 
respect of retiring allowances to clergymen of 
these dioceses.

Mr. J. J. Parkinson, of Maeddenstown 
Lodge, the Curragh, replying to Serjeant 
Hanna, said that he knew Mr. Croker since 
he came to Ireland, and trained his horses 
for him for two terms. He found him to be 
an extraordinarily able man, a man without 


who had strong opinions, 


which were always sound. He was a man 
who was slow to have suspicion, and a man 


who took everybody te -be honest until he 
found them to be dishonest. 

Was the relationship of Mrs. Croker to 
wards him that of a devoted wife? Ye, 
extraordinarily so, and lie had a very deep 
affection for her. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Lardner, the wit- 
ness said he did not agree with the last 
witness when he said that the deceased was 
very susceptible to suspicion. 

CLERGY MAN’S. EVIDENCE. 

The Rev. Thomas Grennan, 0.G.C/, Aungiet 
street, replying to Serjeant. Hanna, said 
he first met Mr. Croker 46 years\ ago, when 
he was married to ‘the witness's first cousin; 
a Miss Frazer. Mr. Croker was born in 
Ballinagar, Co. Cork, and belonged to a re- 
spectable Protestant family, but became a 
Catholic on his marriage, and remained an 
ardent’ one until his death. For che last 
eight years of his life witness ofien visited 
Glencairn at the request of Mr. and Mrs. 
Croker. The relations between husband and 
wife were most affectionate. On one occasion, 
when the witness took Mrs. Croker to Rath- 
farnham, Mr. Croker. later told him that in 
the four years that they had been married 
it was the first time that they had been 
four hours absent from each other. The 
witness never had any diificulty in seeing Mr, 
Crokér by himself. 

In cross-examination by Serjeant Sullivan, 
the witness said that, on ona occasion at 
Glencairn, after:coming from the stables, Mr. 
Croker, inting out to the place in front, 
said: ‘This is all Bula’s now. 

Mr.. Deiiis' Sullivan, examined by.Mr. Lynch, 
K.C. said he cacrics fie the. business of 
Messrs. McBride Brothé¢@ in Co. Meath. He 
had a good’ knowledge of. Mr. Croker a 
capacity in doing -business, such as the buy- 
ing of horses. . He was a particularl@ clear- 
minded man. He was particularly so in 1914. 

Witness was not cross-examined. 

Mr. Charles Prendergast stated that he was 
associated with Mr. Croker from. 1906: until 
1919, and acted as his trainer from 19135 until 
1919. From a business point of view Mr. 
Croker was very clever. 


A RACING OFFICIAL, 

Mr. David Ruttledge, examined by Mr. 
Lynch, K.C., said that he was. an official of 
the Irish Turf Club, and acted as judge, 
elerk of the scales, and clerk of the course. 
During the time the late Mr. Croker was 
in Ireland witness and he were friends. They 
knew each other since 1914. The witness's 
position as a racing official enabled him to 
meet Mr. Croker at various races, and he 
knew him privately as well, from staying as 
a guest at Glencairn. The matters that the 
witness mainly discussed ‘with Mr. Croker 
were horses, mares and foals, and racing, and 
he thought that he was a man of very good 
judgment. pie 

Did he ever discuss his private affairs with 
vou? I think it was the last time | was at 
Glencairn—in May, 1920—I was. staying for 
the Leopardstown Races, and Mr. Croker and 
I went for a walk in the fields to see the 
mares, and he pointed his hand and said: 
‘1 I die to-morrow all this belongs to Bula.’’ 
{ asked him afterwards if he ever felt lonely 
after Palm Beach, and he said: “I 
lonely when Mrs. Croker is with me. 

Did he ever discuss his children with you? 
t have a recollection that he did once, but 
1 am not certain. He said that big children 
robbed him. 

Mr. E. Kennedy, Straffan, said, in reply to 
Mr. Lynch, K.C., that he had known Mr. 
Croker ever since he came back from America, 
and had rather cultivated his acquaintance. 
He found him an exceedingly able man, with 
a mind of his own, and hó had not later 
noticed any failure of mentality. 


MRS. CROKER’S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Croker was then called. She replied 
to the questions calmily and clearly, ‘

The witness further said’that she was born 
in 1884. In the summer of 1902 she went to 
Chicago University. .Then she taught in a 
public school in Indian territory where there 
were about forty children. “Then she taught in 
the school from which she had graduated. 
Then she became priucipahof what was known 
as a public school.im Oklahoma for a year, 
having- from eight to twelve teachers under 
her, "with about 800 pupils. She was at 
Boston for three years training for platform 
speaking. She returned home about 18th 
August, 1911. 

The witness was then brought through the 
details of her journey from Boston to her home 
at the time. She arrived home in the first or 
seqgind week in September, 1911, and found 
an appointment waiting for her in a college 
at Cisco, near Dallas, Pie which she took 
up immediately. In the school, which had be- 
tween 500 and 600 pupils, they turned out 
pupils for Yale and other Universities. Wit- 
nesa bo at the school and stayed. there 
until the Christmas of the same year. During 
that time, in addition to her other duties, she 
taught pane. gan and gymnastics, as 
some of the teachers were absent. She had 
never been away from the college all the time. 
She never was in Northampton, Mass,, which 
was over 2,000 miles away from Cisco. She 
was in the witness box at Palm Beach,

A VIOLENT QUARREL 

Mr. Lynch read a letter, dated New York.

The witness next spoke of the visits of 
Mrs. -Ethel White and Mr. Howard Croker 
to Palm Beach.

ning to put. this mysterious power into use 
in. the controlling of mechanisms at a dis- 
tance, such as ships, balloons, aeroplanes, etc. 
A very important demonstration in this sub- 
ject was performed by Mr. R. Fuller, an 
rish-American student, who recently ex- 
hibited in Dublin a small boat, that was set 
in motion, steered, and entirely controlled by 
radid waves, 

To the expert this may sound old enough. 
However, to get a control in a small 
craft, as; the one exhibited, which scarcely 
measured three feet in length by si : inches in 
width, implies. that the many problems that 
arise in actual practice have béen successfully 
overcome. Whithout intending to enter into 
technicalities, we shall. give here a short 
description of the boat and some views of the 
mechanisms. The main points of the system 
are (a) the transmitter, installed at shore, 
and (b) the receiver and machinery on board 
the boat. 

The transmitter is composed of a two-inch 
peg which charges a condenser, and 
this in its turn discharges into a spark-gap, 
from which connections are taken to the 
aerial and to earth. The coil is energised 
from a battery of accumulators by means of 
an ordinary Morse key. The receiver on 
board is a coherer of a special type, devised 
and hooked up in a way which the inventor 
claims to have various advantages over the 
old ones. 

The boat is provided with an aerial, 
mounted on the masts, very much in the 
fashion of the large packet-boats. The aerial 
leads to the receiver, which in turn moves a 
relay; then comes. the selector, a piece of 
mechanism consisting of an insolated drum, 
provided with a series of metallic contacts; 
then follows the slow-acting relay. Towards 
the rear are installed two switches, one for 
the starting or stopping the motor and.the 
other for reversing it. "There is a battery: of 
accumulators, and another motor for movihg 
the rucder. There are also various coloured 
lamps on deck, which glow according to -the 
particuiar circuit energised. 

When. everything is put in connection, let 
us see how the mechanism works.

mountain: plants, expose the merest thread of 


a roll, protecting the inner water cells while 


countless thousands of years its race has 
flowered and seeded, and often to save its 
life it has had to change its manner of 
growth, sometimes even its habitat, as con- 
ditions changed locally or climatically. Per- 
haps other forms of pliant life grew up round 
it with characteristics more suited to the 
spot, and ousted it from its old home. 

It may have started in the valleys, small 
of stature, and a lover of moist places. 
Possibly freer yrowing plants may have in- 
vaded its home, and in. the struggle for exis- 
tence it was pushed up the mountain slopes 


the lakes. 
. How did it meet these new conditions of 
life? What armour did it don to fight the 
new foes of long drought or excess of water in 
its cells ? 


Plant ecology or the study of how plants 
live in their relation to environment is the 
really fascinating side of botany, and can be 
pursued in the smallest and most barren 
districts. 

The first two great necessities for plants 
are light and air. After them come the two 
great climatic factors, heat and moisture, then 
soil. According as these vary near or far 
from the Equator, in marsh, wood, moor, 
grassland, or desert, we find types of vegeta- 
tion differing from each other. As we pro- 
gress from the low-lying marsh to the high- 
lying districts we notice a strange difference 
in the appearance of the .vegetation. The 
aquatics had broad leaves, with large internal 
air spaces, with only the thinnest of partitions 
dividing them from ‘each other. “The 
xerophytic or dry-loving. plants have small 
leaves, with the cells closely packed together, 
and covered with a thick, leathery cuticle or 
skin. This curious difference is accounted for 
by.the fact that the two types of plants have 
diametrically opposed enemies to fight in order 
to maintain their lives. 

The danger which besets the aquatic plant 
living sometimes entirely submerged in water 
is lack of air. Moisture it has in plenty, for 
the cuticle is.so thin that it can absorb water 
all over its surface; but air-it must conserve. 
The roots so necessary to the land plant are 
hardly required “for absorption, and in: many 
aquatics tend to disappear. 

Now wé turn to the xerophytes, or plants 
which have: adapted themselves to living In 
places where they meet with insufficiency of 
water, or even prolonged periods of drought 
during a great -part of the year. Their 
difficulty is not lack of air, but of moisture. 
Such plants are found in deserts, prairies, 
rocky lands, sand dunes, Polar and Alpine 
recions, chalk lands, etc., and many and 
strange are the weapons used by the gallant 
little plants im defence of their lives and in 
combat with their ehemy. 


Cacti and Stenecrop. 


Some, like the mullein, screen themselves 
from sun and wind by a thick blanket c >ver- 
ing of hairs, which prevents evaporation of 
the precious. moisture which the plant: has 
gathered with much toil through the roots 
from the arid soil, In such places nourish- 
ment is also difficult to obtain,“so others, 
like the pine and heather, conserve this as 
well as their water supply by, retaining their 
leaves in winter (evergreens), and so have 
not to supply an entirely new set each year, 
which would tax their sligh: resources too 
severely. 

Others, again, like the succulents, go further 
still in their organisation of supplies, and 
provide the leaves with extra cells for the 
storage of water, and these we find in the 
driest position of all. The cacti cover the: 
deserts of Anstralia and Patagonia; and who 
does not know the little stonecrop clinging 
t3. the top of the barest rocks in summer 
time, happy enough in its own way. It is 
assisted by the small surface of its leaves, 


part of the sea shore, the leaves are so 
reduced as to be hardly visible. and are close 
stems for protection. 
evaporation. So we find the heaths and pines. 
a spinney leaf to the air, and the hent which 
grcws on sandhills actually curls its leaf into

Those plants which have been unable to 
adapt themselves to changing or difficult con- 
ditions have fallen in the fight and have disap- 
peared from the surface of the earth, though 
their remains have found a mighty sepulchre 
in the rocks of the carboniferous period.
